UNKNOWN “Y” DIE

The following entry in the Sloper Ledger caught my eye, 
unfortunately after the revised Catalogue letter Y had been published. 
The first die “AY” (A6060.01) used by Alexander Young (London) 
Ltd. 60 Fenchurch Street, London EC3 is well known. The second die 
with the letter Y has not been recorded. 
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To me it would appear that a letter “T” similar to TO010.02M has been 
modified to make a “Y”. The “Y” is indicated as a roll die on the 
record so may be on a coil stamp, and probably found on King George 
VI light colours to Queen Elizabeth II Wildings. Can anyone find a 
copy of this die? If so please send it to Roy Gault so the catalogue 
can be updated.
